plasma. And there 1s no need to 
stop with 115 volunteers or with 
‘one pint of blood from a volun- 
teer, Mr. Gibson emphasized. 

The blood is refrigerated and 
‘shipped to concentration points 
where it is reduced to a powder 
form by the extraction of blood 
corpuscles after which it can be 
sent anywhere without special 
preservative. Mixed with water, 
the plasma can be administered 
to wounded men during battle, 
eliminating the usual transfusion 
and saving the lives of thousands 
who otherwise might die, it is ex- 
plained. 

The shock of wound, it is said, 
is the cause of death of many 
men, and plasma is !mportant in 
the rélief of such cases, it is 
emphasized. Mr. Gibson is ex- 
pecting volunteers to respond 
promptly,, so that blood from 
home will save precious lives on 
the fighting front. Deposits in 
the blood bank, he said, will pay 
the highest dividends.

Speaking in Los Angeles recently, Erie Johnston, at 
46 the youngest man ever to hold the office of president of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce, described six keys 
to post-war prosperity : 

1. America will have the greatest industrial plant ca- 
pacity in our history—much of it modern. 

2. We will have the greatest number of trained person- 
nel, both in management and labor, in history. 

3. We will have the greatest access to raw materials, 
both natural and synthetic, in histéry. 

4. We will have tremendous consumer demand, due not 
only to lack of consumer goods caused by war-time restric- 
tions, but to technological advances caused by the war. 

5, The people will have the greatest accumulation of 
savings in history through purchase of war bonds. 

6. It will be up to the United States to fill the tremend- 
ous economie vacuum left in the world after the war be- 
cause of the destruction of industrial facilities. 

_ Such an economic agenda is a welcome antidote to the 
fears of those who may doubt that our economy can survive 
the stupendous material destruction of war plus the burden 
of an astronomical public debt. 

So long as men of Eric Johnston’s intelligenee and cour- 
age believe as he believes, the age of pioneering in Amer- 
jean life’is still vigorous and young. The men who have 
built the America we know, the Great California we know, 
have not built in vain. Interruptions and disasters may in- 
tervene, but the hands of the builders will never be stayed 
for long.

for strangers. 

During the past: week, he said, 
four bad checks have been pass- 
ed on local merchants, and that 
the situation calls for more than 


ordinary alertness in order to cope 
with the operations of shrewd and 
clever individuals. Banks will not 
cash checks for strangers without 
proper identification, so why 
should anyone else? Chief Mueller 
declared. 

Merchants are advised to cash 
no checks without obtaining the 
person’s name from his driver’s 
license and recording his car li- 
cense number. They also are ask- 
ed to keep a description of any 
unknown person for whom they 
may cash a check. 

In the cases of the four recent 
bad checks, local police have very 
little to work on, as not even a 
good description of the persons is 
available, it is said. In addition, 
addresses given by the check pass- 
ers do not even exist. 

Best policy to follow in cash- 
ing checks is not to cash checks 
for strangerrs, Chief Mueller de- 
clared emphatically.

Telling of the keen interest in 
the Kaiser cargo plane proposal 
being shown in Australia, News- 
week’s Melbourne correspondent 
states: “The keenest watchers of 
freight developments are a small 


group of officers in the Director- ‘ 


ate of Air Transport, who have 
already proved the practical value 
of cargo planes on a small scale 
in this war theatre.” The article 
then explains what this group, us- 
ing both American and Australian 
pilots, is doing in transporting 
troops and freight. It says: ‘It 
has been disclosed that an Air 
Transport fleet moved a whole 
specialized battalion and its equip- 
ment... . over a distance 
of several hundred miles.” 


In describing the personnel of 
the Air Transport group, the cor- 
respondent listed Mr. Cherymisin, 
a captain in the United States 
army as operations officer for 
Air Transport. In, this connec- 
tion he re-told the story of the 
famous flight in which Cherymisin 
piloted a patched-up plane carry- 
ing a load of refugees from Java 
to Australia. The abandoned Fly- 
ing Fortress was found on a Java 
field, its four motors “out”. An 
“old time” pilot succeeded in mak- 
ing three motors function and 
Cherymisin, who never had flown 
a four-motored plane, got the crip- 
pled ship away just ahead of the 
Japs, and flew his load—mostly 
women and children—to safety in 
Australia. 


The Newsweek’s correspondent ; 


says: “Cherymisin modestly thinks 
it wasn’t anything much to fly 
more than 1000 miles in a con- 
demned plane with only three- 
quarters of its motors working.” 

“Anyway,” he told a correspond- 
ent, “there were only about 90 
bullet holes in it.”

“A year of momentous events 
and significant changes” was that 
of 1941. In order to take on where 
William L. Shirer was to leave off, 
Harry W. Flannery was ordered 
to Berlin. After encountering the 
usual European delays from Lis- 
bon to Berlin, he arrived in the 
German capital only to encounter 
another long series of delays, with 
many forms to fill out. The fact 
that his appointment had been ap- 
proved by the authorities mattered 
not a moment. . Delays occurred 
just the same. 

In 1941, Hitler conquered Yugo- 
slavia, Greece and Crete, and Mr.
